but it is a County Library that is pro- 
posed—not a Library to 
which 
the 


county must come but a Library that 
goes to every township in the county. 
It will give to Brownsville, to Falls- 
burg, to Utica, Homer, Crotou, Kirk- 
ersville—to every section of the coun- 
ty a real, a valuable Library 
of its 


own with headquarters or the Central 
Library in Newark. The. plan means 
that thousands of books would be dis- 
tributed to these branches 
and ex- 


changed at stated intervals for other 
books at the Central library- 


Today far too many homes have no 


good books. Under the proposed plan 
every home, no matter how humble, 
can have an abundance of good liter- 
ature for the asking. Does any one 
question the value of such an institu- 
tion? 


A County Library can be establish- 


ed by a low tax rate — a rate that 
means a. cost of ten ee'nts for every 
one thousand dollars worth of taxable 
property. Even the heaviest taxpay- 
er would not feel it.

pended to better advantage? 


Under the ^arrangement proposed,

southern Florida and at Key West the 
weather was as warm as any June 
day. in Ohio. 
Straw hats and linen 


suits were in evidence on every hand. 
Few houses have chimneys. It is one 
continuous summer time. I can't, say- 
much for Key West. 
Nothing what- 


ever is produced oa the island' except 
plenty of children. I did not see even 
a goat, no gardens,.but then there are 
plenty of fish, no gas bills and little 
wearing apparel 
needed. Only 
rain 


water is available. There is practical- 
ly no sewerage and it will take a few 
of "Uncle Henry's" millions to make 
it a fit habitation for fifty thousnncl 
people. 
On our return trip we arrived 
at 


Miami about dusk. 
This little city 


is only fifteen years old 
but in my 


judgment is the flower of Florida. It 
looked good to me. The climate there 
is most, -perfect the year around. We 
worn si von n fine banquet at the Royal 


Palm hotel, and:* two. .hours', ride next J-- 
morning: into the country, to inspect 
the grape fruit and orange: . -groves. 
Florida.has the best highways I!ever 
saw,' built from coral limestone., It is 
a paradise for automobile drivers.

ing of this great tract of waste land; 
I recalMh my- old geography learn- 
ing that the everglades of Florida was 
an impenetrable swamp, arid so it has 
remained..all, of these ages but ten 
years frbin • now will see tlie greatest 
transformation. in

country 
of 


these, fertile, swamp lands. The State
